A fow 
years ago when the coal scarcity was 
folt a‘large number of citizens here 
atarted using thiscoke and have 
used it continuously since, claiming 
that they thought it was equal to 
"Nitrd coal for furnaces, heaters. This 
coke is smokeless and clean to han- 
Jo and is not injurious to furnaces, 
stoves, as was the local coke, it is 
said. £28 

It is expected that tie coal strike 
will soon be over,as it hasbeen < 
now over two months, but in any case 
with the large supply of Pocahontas 
coal, pea coat and both nut and store 
coke which Is avaliable there is no 
possibility of anyone being short of 
fuel this winter. 

The dealers generally in this city 
are quite optimistic on the fuel sit- 
uation for the coming winter as they 
are. well suppiled with substitutes. 
They state that many citizens are 
buying pea coal and coke which they. 
mix together for their stoves and fur- 
naces and which are guaranteed to 
give satisfactory results.

cerned with the “white man’s 8 sleigh 
withent dogs,” on which they trav- 
eled to Halifax from Shelbourne, 
than over the perilous days at- vara 
Captain W. H. Robertson of 
John’s, Nfid.,. who shipped: the bts 
kimos to fill yacancles In his crew 
after being frozen up In Baker Lake 
nearly a year, seld the northerns 
made good sailors but were.the cause 
of some alarm because of their de- 
termination, even throughout wre | 
salled from Baker Lake on July 26. 

Leaving the Jeaw Revilllon at 
Shelburne for. repairs, Capt. Robert- 
son and craw. left for Montreal. The 
Eskimos will be returned to thelr 
homes overland.

Lien- 
as during his extensive research Into 
Columbus lore and snd relics in 
the West Indfes, : 


In the ruins of Navidad, 200 years 
after Its founding, was found an In- 
ventory of Columbus’ own hand. 
“anchbr of the Caravel,” was on the 
faded parchment. 


Relics of the early voyages of 
Columbus remained in the West la- 
dies. In La Rabida, a convent on 
thetrotky coast of Spain, many of 
‘hese momentos of the great navi- 
gator has been collected into what 
is considered the greatest exhibit of 
Columbiano in the world. 

Although the Columbian exhibit 
of the historical society includes 
many facsimiles of originals now in 
the hands of the Royal Society of 
Spain, or in ‘Lo convent La Rabida, 
there are sevatcl writings at first 
hand. The sigfatures of Ferdinand 
and Isabet!a, solemnized by the pon- 
dcrous seal of Sprin ara recorded on 
parchment fragments. Cardinal 
Ximenes of the late 15th Century 
has given his hand to a document 
contained in the collecton. Others 
are by, the Vespuccl,, family of Am- 
nrigo. Vesputius, a strong claimant 
for tho honor of having found the

The reason given by the 
judge for dismissing the case Wag that inasmuch 
as the damaged vehicle was lightless, its owner 
had not exercised reasonable care- : 

The letter to the wardens referred to, urges 
that the county councils, at their next meetings 
pass “lights-on-all-vehicles” bylaws in the in- 
terest of the public, of accident prevention, and 
in final analysis, of all concerned. Among oth- 
er things it points out that many lies are being 
Jost in collisions, occurring by reason of the 
Jack of lights on horse-drawn vehicles, and cor- 
oners’ juries every few weeks in cases of this 
kind bring in verdicts placing the blame on the 
lack of lights on horse-drawn vehicles and rec- 
ommending that the carrying gf Hghts be made 
compulsory.

One Florida 
realty development project involved as an inci- 
dental cost an appropriation of $2,000,000 for 
advertising for one year—and so ‘on, expend!- 
ture being on a tremendous, scale, just: as if 
Florida was destined to be a modern Utopia con- 
taining all the’ wealth 6f the world- Looks like 
the fruit trees down there would have to grow 
gold, platinum and diamonds to keep up the pace, 
but the Florida folks won’t wake up until they 
touch the top, then they'll quickly feel the bot- 
tom. Nothing ever lasts, it can’t, so Florida 
boom must go the way of all other land booms, 
leaving a trail of wreckage and dear. experlezco,

The redwood belongs to the pine 
family or cone besring- group. In 
the fall of the year, the cones are 
gathered from the ground and taken 
to the nurseries of tne lumber com- 
panies at Scotia, Fort Bragg and *'18 
par, Cal, Seeds resvoved from the 
cones become trees of six of seven 
inches In one or two years. Troes 
thus grown in 1925 numbered 3,- 
260,000, 

In the winter of two years ago 
a start.of replanting was made when 
850 acres were | reforested. Last 
winter 3,900 acres were planted, 
and the program for the present win- 
ter embraces, 6,090 ocres. When the 
total_ reaches 10,000 “arces yoarly 
this-wth natural reproduction, ‘it Is 
hoped, will preserve the redwood for 
prosperity.

The nearer. one comes ‘to righting one’s wrong, and: ‘standing, 
up for one’s right, the nearer ‘he is, to a state of savagery. 

Standing upon one’s own fettand defending one’s own 
interésts is’ all very noble and brave, but in- proportion’ as ‘one, 
does it and makes it his rule to look out for himself, the nearer 

he is to a barbarian. 

For the principal’ part of clvilization is a relegation or 
force. The true pacifist is not.one who does not believe’ ir 
force at all, but believes in somebdy else applying it. 

The man who fights his own battles, defends his own hon- 
or, stands up for his own rights, is not a good citizen. The 
man who leaves all these things to the police, the courts and 
the higher authorities is a good-citizen. He is civilized, and 
the other -man is a savage. «- 

When- two people have a quarrel one way. to settle it is 
to take your’ knife or gun in your hand and settle it yourself- 
The ultimate outcome of this ig the Italian -vendetta and the 
Kentucky fued.. The other way is to let the policeman car- 
ry the knife and gun and turn the whole matter over to ‘the 
authorities who take the criminal in hand and are supposed 
to bring about: justice. ~ 

This makes cities and civilized life. The spirit alone 
enables.méa to go about unarmed and to busy themselves with 
the affairs of: commerce and such matters instead of fighting. 

The same thing is true of nations. \ 

The present state of the world in which each nation is 
supposed to be the arbiter.of its own honor and the centre 
of its own rights is no more nor less than a state of inter- 
national barbarism. 

‘There must -be some Ae lication of force from above, 
some court of one’kind or another that should be able, inde-. 
pendently, to settle. questions and which shall have at its com- 
man the force: with which to settle them or there can be no 
stvilisaton : 

We are at present working this out; whether it shall re- 
sult in the League of Nations, an international court or what 
not cannot besaid. It is all in the lap of the gods, but in 
time there must be some superior tribunal. and this tribunal 
must have the force at its command to give power to its de- 
crees, or we can have no assure civilization. 

All this leaves full scope for nationalities and patriotism, 
but not in the way of fighting. — Dr. Frank Crane-

CUSTOMS HOUSEIS 
LOOTED FORLIQUOR 


Official and Night Watch- 
‘man “Covered” While 
Gang Works 


PARRSBORO, N. S., Noy. 21 -— 
Held up at the point of a gun while 
several unknown men looted the 1lo- 
cal Customs house and later esca)- 
ed with 100 cases and fifty kegs of 
Ilquor, was the experience of A. 
Henderson, local customs and cx- 
cise ‘enforcement officer, and the 
nightwatchman at the local post 
office. 

Early in the summer Henderson 
made a seizure of approximately 175 
Kegs and 150 cases Of Mquor in the 
vicinity of Parrsboro. Tho liquor 
had since been stored In the Cus- 
toms house building. No spectal 
measures were taken for Its safe- 
keeping, but in the post office nest 
dgor, a night watchman was always 
on duty. - 

Between three and four o'clock 

three motor trucks and three tour- 
ing cars entered the town from the 
north and drew up p2 front of the 
Customs house, 
- Streets were deserted at tho time, 
and the night watchman 1s belleved 
to havo been the only one to witness 
their arrival. Several men jumped 
ont of the automobiles when they 
came to stop In front of the Customs 
house, and when they. succeeded in 
breaking the lock on the door Icad- 
ing to where the Uquor was stored, 
the watchman interfered, but was 
driven away at the point of a gun. 
The watchman notified Mr. Hend:r- 
son, local enforcement officer, but 
he too, on arrival, was held up. 
Meanwhile the trucks were belug 
loaded with Mquor from the customs 
store room. !

Compass Inventor Uuknown, 
The invention of the compass is 
lost. in the dawn of history. ‘It ls 


first found mentioned in a quaint 
Chinese legend which relates that 
the Emperor Ho-ang-to in 2634 B.C. 
led forth his army and attacked the 
rebel Khiang on the plains of Echot- 
lou, But Khiang, getting the 
worst of the conflict, called the wiz- 
ards, magicians and sorcerers to his 
ald and ralsde a great fog to hide 
Khiang and his army. Then the 
Emperor, not to be outdone, in his 
turn used the ‘greater magic of the 
ompass which ied his army through 
the great fog so that he was able to 
overcome Khiang and capture him.

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The history of American finance 
would not be complete without fre- 
quent references to the Pacifle Mail. 
Established in 1847 in New York by 
Willlam H. Aspinwall and assoclates 
on.a capitalization of $400,000 and 
with a mail subsidy of $199,000 an- 
nually from the government, it had 
reached the towerlng capltallzation 
of $2,000,000 by 1850. 

The line was formed to Institute a 
monthly mail service to the new ter- 
titory opened up by the treaty of 
peace between Mexico and the Unit- 
ed States of April 13, 18458, and vast 
unexplored Oregon lands made avail- 
,of the same period. ‘The Westeras 
terminus was to be on Puget Sound, 
but the gold rusti blocked that plan 
and the ships ted up at the rain- 
bow’s end in California. . 

In the late '56's, Commodore Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt offered some lire- 
ly competition with his steamer line 
from Nicaragua up the west coast, 
but trade agreements soon dulled ihe 
edge of this opposition. In 1865, 
the company. by master stroke 
broke the English and French mon- 
epoly of eastern Asljatic trade by 
starting a Hne between San Francls- 
co and Hongkong by way of the 
Hawailan fslands and Japan, and 
won an annual mail subsidy of $500. 
000. By 1867, the company had cs 
fleet of twenty-five big steamers on 
the waters of the two oceans and 
the commercial mastery of one of 
those oceans, the Pacific. 

Tho company survived some four- 
teen stunning disasters to Its vessels, 
the greatest of which, perhaps, was 
the loss of the steamer Central Am- 
erica off the coast of Florida in 1857. 

The Central American buckled up 
in a storm, with the loxs of 419 of 
her 582 passengers ar@l crew. Cap- 
tain Herndon, famed Amazon explor- 
cr, who was master, went down wiih 
his ship. In the same year tho 

jsteamer Columbia was lost In the 
China Sea. 

The company’s ships also made 
vivid history of another sort. The 
Mongolia, big passenger liner, was 
credited’ with being the first Amer- 
Ican vessel to sink a German submar- 
ine in tho. World War, this* event 
happening, however, after she had 
passed out of the company's hands. 

In 1916, the company, hit hard by 
the wage and-other provisions of 
The Seamen's Act, sold its big trans- 
Paciffe ners, which had held Pacl- 
fic trado supremacy for a quarter of 
a century, and. substituted three 
smaller boats. 

Later, the eompany acquired. five 
boats of tho President typo under 

\charter from the government. ‘The 
sale of these boats to the Dollar 
Steamship Coinpany a few months 
ago marked tho beginning of tho end 
of the historic old carrier. The 
route between the Pacific and the At- 
Jantic by way of tho Panama Can- 
al was maintained for a time, but 
was finally disposed of, and the com- 
pany was left with but ono steamer 
fhe Solana. ‘ 

Just’a few days ago tho house flag 
of*the Solana came down ‘and tho 
history of the famous American 
bteamship company was at an end.
